Cabinet Tells Garfield 
to End Pay Row and 
Avert Disaster. 


(By a Staff Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., Nov. 18.—[(Spe- 
cial. ]—Fuel Adniinistrator Harry A. 
Garfield has summoned the scale com- 
mittees of the United Mine Workers 
and operators of the central competi- 
tive field into conference tomorrow 
morning to expedite an adjustment of 
their differences before disaster 
the country, | 

Just what Dr. Garfield proposes to 
do was not disclosed tonight, but he 
was directed to move in the matter 
after a conference with the president's 
cabinet early in the day. j 

With the railroads facing the ne- 
cessity of freight embargoes and the 
nation confronting another shutdo 
of industry such as berell it early in 
the war, the cabinet decided that pres- 
sure upon the operators and miners 
was essential to hasten the return of 
the striking miners to work. 

U. S. Writ a Hollow Victory. 

The government’s injunction victory 
having availed nothing except a tech- 
nical triumph fer the sovereignty of 
the law, and the operators and miners 
having failed to make any appreciable 
progress toward an adjustment since 
last Friday, the administration called 
in Dr. Garfield and urged him to take 
a firm grip on the situation. 

Dr. Garfield may propose a compro- 
mise agreement involving an increase 
in the coal price maximum, which the 
government will admit is fair to the 
public, the miners and the operators. 
He will urge 

this fails the government may as 
}over the mines. 

Some operators tonight thought this 


might be the plan, while others sug- 


gested Dr. Garfield might announce 
the appointment of a presidential com- 
mission to adjust the difficulty. 


Garfield to Take Actien. 

The decision to have Dr. Garfield in- 
tervene in the negotiations between 
operators and miners was taken at 
the cabinet meeting this morning after 
reports of the seriousness df the fuel 
situation had been submitted by Dr. 
Garfield himsélf. He was thoroughly 
familiar with the mission of Raiiroad 
Director Hines to Chicago. 

Dr. Garfield told the cabinet that 
while the operators and miners here 
were continuing to spar for advan- 
tages in the negotiations with no re- 
sult, the necessity of a nation-wide em- 
bargo on freight, 40 or 50 per cent 
curtailment of passenger train serv- 
ice, and closing down of essential in- 
dustries, with the consequent enforced 
idleness of millions of men, would soon 
confront the country. 

The cabinet was uhanimov: in the 
opinion that the field administrator 
should exert his authority in the prem- 
ises and Mr. Garfield immediately 
sought the operators and miners.

COAL SHORTAGE 


Hines Finds Drastic 
Act Not Needed 
at Present. 


Walker D. Hines, director general of 
railways, in conference with the region- 
al directors of every region in the 
United States yesterday discussed plans 
_|for tiding the country over the coal 
shortage period, 
After the conference Mr. Hines is- 
sued the followjng statement: 
“The regional directors and my- 
self, having come to Chicago Yor 
meetings having nothing to do 
with the coal situation and ar- 
ranged some time ago, took ad-. 
vantage of being together to dis- 
cuss the present coal problem. 
“While it was found that there 
is necessity for conserving coal just 
as far as possible, it was decided 
that no drastic general’ curtail- 
ment of train service vould be un- 
dertaken pending further consid- 
eration of the subject which will . 
_be given during the present week.

No Freight Embargo Plan. 
“What about the reports an em- 
bargo will be placed on freight?”

Such speculations and false ru- 
mors are harmful at a time like t 
It is not. necessary: to speculate, 
when a decision is reached we are as 
desirous of giving it wide publicity as

At the conference'the regional diree- 
tors outlined thé coal situation in. their 
various districts: The central western 
district’s desperate situation was 
brought to the attention of Mr. Hines. 
He announced immediate steps would 
be taken to give relief in this district. 

To Continue Conferences. 

Late last night, Mr. Hines announced 
that although he had intended to leave 
Chicago at midnight, he would remain 
until noon today for further confer- 
ences with his regional! directors on the 
coal situation because of the “ gen- 
eral uneasiness caused by exaggerated 
reports as to the plans for conserving 
the fuel supply.” 

“ We all realize the situation is scri- 
ous,” he said. “ Every means possible 
for conservation will be employed.

Shipping Board Holds Big 
Vessels to Protect 
‘Standard

steamships, aggregating nearly 200,000 
tons, now lying idie in New York har- 
por, be turned over to British crews 
“without deiay.” 

These steauuships include the Kaiser- 
fn Auguste Victor the Prinz Frie- 
derich Wilhelm, the Mobile, the Cleye-

By the middie of last summer 
pearly all the American expedition- 
ary forces had been returned home, 
and on July 30 the allied maritime 
executive committee met in London,
